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Heavy rain leads to campus closure and flooding 


‘Cobb’ closes university Tuesday afternoon

Prompted by Tuesday’s severe storm, university 
administrators closed the Cal State Fullerton 
campus as of 1:30 p.m., cancelling all remaining 
classes and allowing faculty, staff and students to 
contend with flooded freeways before the rush 
hour. * 


President Jewel Plummer Cobb, after con- 
sulting with university security and administration 
officials, decided to close the university around 
noon, based on what she termed ‘‘the high level of 
anxiety’’ brought on by the storm. 

Cobb delayed her decision to open the 
university today until 11 p.m. Tuesday night, so 
she would be aware of the latest weather forecast. 


The storm, which by 3 p.m. Tuesday had 
dumped 4.08 inches of rain on Orange County and 
caused tornado watches in five Southern 
California counties (including Orange) caused

Powers said one of the 1 main 
reasons for the organization is 
that students haven’t been vocal 
about the fee increases. ‘‘They’re 
‘not making as big a deal about 
this as they should,’’ he said. 


Robinson, the chairman of the 
group, said the organization was 
motivated by a recent trip he and 
Powers took to the California 
State Students’ Association 
(CSSA) meeting in Hayward. He 
said they learned that all 19 
schools in the CSU system have 
organized SVC groups to protest 
the recent CSU fee increases. 


‘*We aren’t going tq be passive 


_ about this and take it lying 
down,’’ said Robinson. 
“Students are paying more 


money and getting less services. 
It’s a depreciation of the state 
education system in California.”’ —

‘‘After hearing our security reports and con-_ 


ferring with Provost (Frank) Marini we decided it 
best to close the campus for the remainder of the 
day,’’ Cobb explained. 

**Our security department has had to pull out 
all available people to manage the heavily flooded 
areas and closed entryways around our campus’’ 
she added. - : 

Cobb said she based her decision to close the 
university upon forecasts of continued heavy rain, 
coupled with hail and tornado warnings issued in 
the area. 

The National Weather Service cancelled the 
tornado watch for Orange County at 3 p.m. 

While closure of the campus was welcomed by 
some, it proved to be an inconvenience for many. 
The Titan Bookstore and the Library both shut 
down, as did most food services.

School officials report no major darnage

Flooded roads and buildings and leaky roofs 
resulted from Tuesday’s storm that battered the 


Southland and caused the closure of Cal State~ -.-romorrow we won’t know the extent of damages. 1 


Fullerton. 

No major campus damage was reported from 
the storm that dropped more than four inches of 
rain on the area. Forecasts predict another two to 
three inches for today. 

The most serious problem came, when the 
drainage system in the Ceatral Plant on the west 
side of the Science Building was flooded with a 
foot of water. According to campus electricians, 
machinery in the building that controls heating 
and cooling was not damaged. 


Local fire officials were called to the scene, bat. 


could offer no help because the drainage system 
was backed up, according to Judy. Ireland, 
assistant director of the Physical Plant. She said 


sandbags and water would continue to be removed 
with a portable pump. 

“There has been a lot of flooding and hard 
work,’’ she said, ‘‘but until things are over 


think we’ll make it through.” 

Ireland added that ‘“‘several other buildings on 
campus’? were having water pumped. out from 
swollen storm drains. 

“The storms drains just aren’t carrying off 
enough of the water,’’ she: said. ‘We have had 
storms before, but never anything like this.”’ 

“Books on the sixth floor of the Library were 
rescued from damage from four roof leaks, ac- 
cording to University Librarian Ernest Toy. 

“We got there in time to avoid any damage,"’ he 
said. Tarps were placed over books, while 
wastebaskets and barrels were used to contain the 
water. Water had to be drained off the tarps to 
avoid buildup, according to Ireland.

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‘Cobb says critics nc 
hotel/ sports complex advantages

Critics of the proposed Hilton Inn/Sports 
Complex may not be aware of the advantages that 
the hotel may bring to Cal State Fullerton, President 
Jewel Plummer Cobb said Monday at the President's 
University Advisory Board meeting. : 

“They have overlooked the advantages to the 
university, the students and the City of Fullerton,”’ 
Cobb said. uh 

Cobb said the hotel! will give CSUF the chance to 
change from ‘ta good university to a great univer- 
sity.”’ 

According to a handout given at the meeting, the 
proposed hotel could mean up to 150 job op- 
portunities for students and the possibility of a hotel 
management emphasis in the curriculum at CSUF. 

Cobb said that in 55 years the hotel would become 
the property of CSUF, “lock, stock and barrel.’’

In other business at the meeting, Cobb said the 
student-instructor ratio has slowly increased to where 
CSUF has the highest ratio in the state, while in- 
structors have not had a raise in salary. 


“Most of the faculty have not had cost-of-living 
increases,’? Cobb said, ‘‘although some have 
received a merit increase.’? Cobb added that merit 
increase meant exactly what it said, an increase in pay 
for a faculty member based on merit.”” : 


Cobb also said that classes would not become 
impacted as a result of the university’s budget woes. 


““We are not going to cut down on classes and have 
the students pay an extra $64,’ Cobb said. The 
university president was referring to the $64 sur- 
charge levied for students taking six units or more at 
CSUF. s

Rail, bus ideas presented by OCTD

Cal State Fullerton students in parts of Orange 
County may be taking the train to school by the 
1990’s if a rail alternative proposal by the Orange 
County Transit District (OCTD).is adopted. 


One of several transit alternatives put forward by 
the COCTD in'a public hearing held Feb. 23 in 
Anaheim was the concept of constructing a 
‘‘Medium Capacity Rail Transit’’ (MCRT) system to 
connect many of the county’s business and industrial 
centers with residential neighborhoods. along the 
Santa Ana travel corridor. 


While there is no route planned to come directly to 


the, university,.one proposed line would cun from . 


Irvine along the Santa Ana Freeway to Santa Ana, 


- branching off into two directions: one going into 


north Anaheim, ending at a station on State College 
Blvd., and the other going east into Buena Park, 
ending on Beach Bivd. 


Another variation to this route is also being 
considered, with a route going from Irvine to Costa 
Mesa and then into Santa Ana. 


The rail alternatives being considered have the 
possibility of using two types of systems: a light rail 
transit such as the San Diego Trolley or an 
automated guideway transit used at several major 
American airports. 


The rail transit vehicles would be electric-powered 
and would run in part on elevated guideways and on 
the median surface along certain streets. 


There are 36 park-and-ride stations planned to be 
constructed at key locations along the rail transit 
route. People would be able to park there or take 
local bus transportation from near their home. The 
projected price tag for the rail alternative is $1.2 
billion for 44 to 46 miles of railway. 

The rail alternative is 20 percent less’ expensive 
than the express-bus alternative presented at the 


—— 
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hearing. One alternative is the exclusive“busway 
proposal. This calls for construction of a busway for 
exclusive use of buses and high occupancy vehicles. 
One busway would be built on the Santa Ana freeway 
as a two way elevated facility north of Myford Road 
in Irvine and as a one way reversible-direction facility 
south of Myford to Lake Forest. 

In addition, a two-way elevated facility would be 
constructed on a portion of the Costa Mesa Freeway, 
and a single reversible at-grade-line would be 
provided on the Orange Freeway north of the Santa 
Ana Freeway. The busway would be equipped with 
on-line stations, controlled acess ramps and park- 
and-ride facilities. . 

There are two other freeway bus alternatives: one 
freeways in mixed traffic, with just the number of 
buses being increased or having two new lanes 
created by widening for just use of buses and car- 
pools. The cost of this last propasal, however, is 
considered expensive because of the real estate 
purchases*necessary to create new lanes that be 
bought where*-Shifting embankments along the 
freeways is not possible. , 

The OCTD has estimatad that the number of jobs 
in the Santa Ana travel corridor and in Orange 
County will grow from 940,20@{n 1980 to a projected 
1.4 million by the year 2000. Estimated population 
will jump from !.9 million in 198@ to'al estimated 
2.7 million by the year 2000. wa 

The OCTD showed figures of the preset ‘carrying 
capacity of local freeways and how they aré# already 
overloaded. With the increased population and 
employment in the county, they said that driving 


would be impossible during rush hour ee ae 
rapid 


2000. Thus the need for new and expan 
transit program in Orange County. 

The OCTD is now in the process of putting 
together an environmental impact report covering ‘all 
aspects of the different rapid transit alternatives. The 
report will be, completed in September, when it will 
be brought to the OCTD board for consideration.

Cal State Fullerton graduates in chemistry, 
psychology, math and sociology have found high- 
paying careers in Orarige County that.do not deal 
specifically with chemicals, psyches, numbers or 
group studies. They work for businesses. 

Aerospace, banking, retailing, education, sales, 
personnel, management and insurance are wide open 
to non-business majors, according to Sam Mendoza, 
a career development counselor. Mendoza spoke 


Feb. 23 at an ‘ongoing lecture series offered- by the 
Career Development Center. He said that he has’ 
personally placed: students with varying degrees in 
large corporations such as Rockwell, Hughes and 
Pacific Telephone, 

According to Mendoza, employees with degrees in, 
areas such as sociology, psychology and com- 
munications are beneficial to businesses which often 
provide management training. He cited an example 
of a psychology student who, although hesitant at 
first because she knew nothing about engineering, is 


now a successful manager of an engineering division. 
Many aspects of business require knowledge in other 
areas, Mendoza said. 

Workshops sponsored by the Career Development 
Center include discussions on reducing test anxiety, 
resume writing, interviewing for jobs, applying to 
graduate school and job search techniques.

“At this moment in time I do not support the 
bill,”’ Seymour said. ‘“It is premature to consider the 
“pill prior to the decision -om the 1983-84 budget.”’

- - SB 161, was originally designed-to-increase-the tax on. 


cigarettes with the estimated $135 million proceeds 
earmarked for planned tuition and fee hikes affecting 
California's public colleges and universities.

That committee supports very few earmarked taxes 
and the bill’s earmarked provisions designating the 5 
cent per pack tax for higher education were deleted 
from the bill. 

Despite deletion from the bill of specific 
statements marking the cigarette tax revenues for 


. higher education, Robbins remains optimistic about 


the bill's passage, a Robbins staff member said. 
“The senator has an agreement with several 


~ members of leadership on both sides that the bill is 


going through with that understanding,” said Feri 
Burns, a research associate on Robbins’ staff. ‘‘The 
senator has no intention of carrying the bill unless it 
goes specifically for funding of education, ** Burns 
said. 

But the executive director for a major tobacco 
industry lobbying group disagreed with Burns and 
said the deletions left the biil as simply a cigarette tax 
bill. 

The bill was approved in its amended form in the 
first of four scheduled public hearings. The bill’s 
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next hurdle will be in mid-March whéitthe Senate 
Finance Committee hears the bill. 

According to Dennis Loper, executive director of 
the California Association of Candy and Tobacco 
Distributors, Robbins’ success in getting the bill out 
of the first committee hearing was only a technical 
victory. ‘‘The bill isn’t going to go anywhere,’’ Loper 
said earlier this week. 

“*He got a technical victory in getting the bill out of 
committee. It no longer funds student issues,’’ Loper 
said. ‘The bill.only does one thing, and that’s to 
raise a tax on cigarettes,’’ Loper added. 

He said the money from a néw cigarette tax would 
go into the general fund and would not go 
specifically for education purposes. 

A spokesman for Assemblyman John Lewis, R- 
67th District, said Lewis usually doesn’t for an 
opinion about a bill until he has reviewed it in the 
committee hearing. However, Shirley Covert, Lewis’ 
legislative secretary, said, ‘‘He’s against all tax in- 
creases, so take it from there.”’ 

Sen. Robbin's assistant,Teri Burns, was adamant 


- about the support of other legislators. ‘‘l think we 


have the support of the leadership...we can go 
through with the-bill,’’ Burns said. 

‘*We expect it to pass, but not without any” 
problems,’’ Burns said. ‘‘We’ll be working the 
legislators very hard,’’ she added.

The week before Cal State Fullerton received national recognition 
for the basketball upset over previously undefeated UNLV, greatly © 
boosting the school’s reputation, a far more serious event occurred — 
which could negate any gains in reputation the university achieved. 

A settlement was recently reached between the university Foun- 
dation and the FBI, which had conducted a five-year investigation 
into mismanagement of funds. 

The FBI had accused the Foundation of owing the federal govern- 
ment $800,000, which federal educational officials said had been | 
poorly accounted for and improperly spent. After a long and costly 
federal audit, the Foundation has settled the matter with the FBI, an 
will repay the government $200,000 over the next 20 years. 

The actions of the Foundation in this scandal are shameful and a 
disgrace to the university. ‘Such ‘actions can only serve to damage the 
university’s reputation. ; ; 

Of course, this is not the first time that a government agency has 
misappropriated its funds, but it nevertheless is a sad comment that 
Cal State Fullerton must have: its reputation damaged by the use of 
questionable ethics and standards. 

And, many disturbing questions remain to be answered in the 
matter. Amongthem: _ 
eWho were the individuals involved, and what did they do with the 
money? 

Where are the parties involved? Are any going to be slapped with 
disciplinary action or criminal charges? If no one is charged, why? 
eWill any of the involved parties be allowed to continue working at 
the university? If so, why? 

eWhy was the Foundation so anxious to settle, and how do Foun- 
dation officials account for the discrepancies of funds paid to the 
government? 

eWhy was the FBI willing to settle, and on what terms did the agency 
settle the audit with the Foundation? 

It is disturbing that the matter, although settled, continues to be 
hrouded in secrecy. While secrecy is important to ongoing in- 
estigations, once the probe has ended, shouldn’t it be the duty of the 

Bi and the Foundation to make details of the matter available to the 
public? The public has a right to know who has been misusing its 
money, how they did it, and why. 

But Cal State Fullerton is not free from scandal just yet. The FBI is 
also investigating charges of misappropriation of funds in the 
unijversity’s Bilingual Education Program. The actions and some 
individuals involved in this new investigation are reportedly some of 
the same people whose actions prompted the first audit. Should in-

We’ve come a long way. As college 
students, we learn about the rise and 
decline in Western civilization and 
ethnic art, perhaps even how to con- 
struct simple sentences and, hopefully, a 
little algebra.

The trend is to denounce the validity 
of college entrance tests—it’s highly

might well serve a valuable purpose. 
Even President Cobb has expressed her 
doubts concerning the legitimacy of such 
tests. 

Perhaps Cobb was quoted out of 
context. Even so, this school of thought 
is highly damaging to the ideal of higher 
education. Higher education is just 
that—reaching above and beyond the set 
standards of knowledge. It is the 
privilege—not entitlement—to let the 
tind take over and soar into unexplored 
territory unhindered. 

Therefore, standards must be 
maintained. The mind cannot. solo 
unhindered when it has .to worry about 
those who cannot yet fly because they 
cannot perform according to the set 
standards. Those scholastic aptitude 
tests are designed to screen out those 
who cannot perform on the basic level 


necessary for college learning. * 


Design an aptitude test that even a 
moron can pass, and we will be ad- 
mitting such into college. On top of that, 
not only will we admit them, but we will 
be wasting rather large sums of money 
on remedial courses so there will be 
classes for these people to take. & 

This is not to say that persons who

need remedial coursework are morons. 
However, these people do not belong in 
this university, which is supposed. to 
cater to the upper third of high school 
graduates. 

If these people cannot read, write and 
compute on a university level, they can 
brush up on these skills at a junior 
college or at an adult education center— 
at less cost to both themselves and the 
taxpayer. Not only will this save money 
for all concerned, but it will leave 
enrollment spaces open for the truly 
qualified. This standard should remind 

us that education is indeed a privilege 
and that we should consider it such and 
take it more seriously. 

Like it or not, education—particularly 
higher education—is an elitist com- 
modity and always has been. It is a _ 
survival of the fittest, and those who 
qualify and survive are those who keep 
our society running. To _ reduce 
education to the LCD is to sign the death 
warrant of our society, because we are 
collectively reducing the quality of. our 
educated, while increasing the quantity 
thereof. ; 

The LCD education is evidenced 
easiest by our efforts to mass produce 
college graduates on the educational 
assembly line. While mass education is 
morally and theoretically admirable, it is 
actually the mass production of mass 
mediocrity, as the promotion of 
quantity instead of quality tends to 
result in a mediocre product. 

With our idealistic equality notion, we 
feel if we cannot all be highly educated, 
then nobody should be highly 
educated—just as if we cannot all be 
rich, then we should all be equally poor, 
and so forth. 

It just doesn’t seem to matter that the 
state can no longer afford to give away a 
college education to every Tom, Dick 
and Harry who can’t en pass entrance 
exams. 

Let the state cat ene never mind 
the fact that if the state goes bankrupt, 


. there. will be no CSUF to consider. at. - . 


teriding, no rémedial courses to worry 
about cataloguing, and no equal 
education ideals to worry about, because 


In our pursuit of mass education, we 
have forgotten that education is a sacred 
privilege and not a taken-for-granted 
entitlement. In our pursuit of ideals, we 
have forgotten the importance of 
education, and, in forgetting the im- 
portance of- education, we have 
forgotten how to think. Education has 
become meaningless. 

While the elitist education makes the 
rather painful distinction between the 
literate and illiterate segments of society, 
it is doubtful that the equitable LCD 
education of mass semi-literacy is 
preferable, because semi-literacy is 
equitably the same as semi-illiteracy. 

And, if we are all equally semi- 
illiterate, who is going to design and run 
our power plants, find new and cheaper 
energy -alternatives, teach the masses of 
tomorrow and, in general, save us from 
ourselves? 

Nobody will, because nobody will 
have the ability. We will continue to 
lower the standards for higher education 


because that is the American way of - 


doing things. By far, it is better to mass- 
produce semi-illiteracy and thereby 
‘watch our society flush itself, because 
that is justice for all.

A student must pass 

the» college entrance exam, | which | is 


widen the gap between the various 


Israel’s ‘moral fortitude’ questioned

According to the recent Israeli 
Commission of Inquiry’s Report on the 
Beiruit massacre, ‘‘Israel’s moral 
fortitude and its functioning as a 
democratic state that scrupulously 
maintains the fundamental principles of 
the civilized world’’ has been called into 
question. 

During the last year, on no fewer than 
three separate occasions, the whole 
world has indeed questioned Israel’s 
mora] and humanitarian intentions. 

First, under the unwarranted 
paranoid delusions of Prime Minister 
Menachem Begin, the Israel Defense 
Forces (IDF) violated international law 
by committing uninvited acts of 
aggression on the non-aggressive nation 
Lebanon. 

During the offensive last June, the 
Begin Administration continually 
changed its military objectives as well 
as its marginal justifications for its 
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designed io restrict education and to”~ 


classes in society. This entrance exam is 
well known in Europe, Japan and the 
less developed countries which take 
pride in the quality of their education. 
Most nations create obstacles to keep 
students from 


developing a system of federal 
examinations separate from the regular 
school exams. Therefore, higher 


education abroad is limited to the rich, 
powerful and talented. Education is 
politically motivated in the sense that 
foreign governments stress the need for 
the educated ‘‘few’’ who can demon- 
strate political, financial and social 
abilities. The governments’ goal is to 
exclude the majority of the public from 
getting higher education and to in- 
fluence.and. shape-the course of events. 
This phenomenon is a common practice 
in the Middle East, Africa and the Far 
East, where governments control 
“eduéation to promote the existence and "” 
dominance of the elite class. 


intervention. The administration called 
the attack ‘‘preemptive and limited’’ in 
nature. Then, it expanded its goals in 
trying to totally ‘‘eradicate all 
Palestinian terrorists’? from southern 
Lebanon. After the siege was well in 
place, the continued indiscriminate 
bombardment of the historic city of 
Beiruit caused mass death and 
destruction to thousands of unwitting 
civilians. 

In fact a hero of the Yom Kippur War 
of 1973, Col. Eli Geva, the youngest 
brigade commander in Israeli history, 
showed his distaste of the whole in- 
vasion by resigning from the IDF. 

**I do not have the courage to look 
into the eyes of bereaved parents and say 
to them that their son fell in an 
operation that could have been waived,’” 

_ is the way Eli justified his decision. 

Moreover, during the illegal invasion, 
the Israeli military command clearly 
sanctioned the use of internationally 
labelled ‘‘illegal fragmentation and 
incendiary weapons of mass destruc- 
tion’’—most of which were supplied by 
the United States. 

Later while the IDF “occupational 
forces”” acted to ‘‘ensure that calm will 
prevail .and ‘anarchy would be 


forestalled,’” the administration ‘played~ ~ 


‘*see no evil, hear no evil.’’ And Sep- 
 tembér 16 through’ 18, the cruel 
massacre in the Palestinian refugee 
camps of Sabra and Sh’tila took place.

Moore’s new comedy 
is no laughing matter 


A man emotionally torn apart from the inside for- 
laughs is the subject of the. latest Dudley Moore 


‘comedy. 


“Lovesick”? is the second attempt at directing by 
Marshall Brickman, who helped write 
‘Annie Hall’? and ‘‘Manhattan’’ with 
Woody Allen. In ‘‘Lovesick’’, Brickman attacks 
psychoanalysis. 


Dr. Saul Benjamin (Moore) is a contented New 


York psychiatrist who falls in love with new patient. 
Chloe Allen, portrayed by ‘‘Ragtime’’ star Elizabeth 
McGovern. 

Saul’s psychoanalytic conscience takes the form of 
Sigmund Freud (Alec Guinness). Disturbing the 
analyst-patient cornerstone of psychiatry turns Saul 
into a drugged-up basket case. 

Besides his guilt, the doctor must also confront 
other barriers in his life--his wife, needy patients, the 
suspicious board of psychiatry and -Chioe’s 
boyfriend--all of which he bypasses a little too neatly. 

‘‘Lovesick’’ is an often intelligent and pleasant 
picture, yet it is never hilarious. 


The script never approaches the fullest comedic 
potential of its situations. For instance, the Freud 
scenes are effective in putting Saul in the patient’s 
chair, but they are never funnier than the isolated 
one-liners. Guinness would be wonderful if supplied 
lines like John Gielgud had as Moore’s companion in 
“‘Arthur.”’ 

The way Moore is cast is also frustrating since

s ‘Six: Weeks,’ a pathetic story of a little girl 
who only has a short time to live, is a good example. 
- Seltzer, however, seems to have found the right 


- combination of characterizations in his most recent 


project, ‘‘Table for Five.’ 

Granted, the film is not without trauma and in- 
sensitivity, but its central character is so well drawn 
and well-played by Jon Voight that the film makes a 
deep impact upon the viewer. 

Voight is first seen as a villian, who at the spur of 
the moment visits his ex-wife (Millie Perkins) and 
takes their children on a Mediterranean cruise. 

After a few rough moments at sea, Voight (who 
has obviously been a negligent parent) and the 
children strike up a friendship, even though Voight at 
the same time has made an acquaintance with a 
divorcee (played by Marie-Christine Barrault). 

That unexpected event, which eventually shakes 
the relationship between Voight and his children, is 


-probably the only questionable situation in the 


movie. 

What makes Voight so persuasive is his unfaltering 
role as an essentially glib, shallow type of man. 

The children, too, are not bad. They are portrayed 
as mature, stable individuals who, although at times 
understandably hurt by their father’s actions, are 
able to cope with him.

Law student squeezes most into time“ \

It doesn’t take a calculator to figure out that for 
most people a full-time job, a spouse and a nine-year- 
old son coupled with a half-hour commute to three 
law school classes doesn’t leave much. time for 
anything but sleep—and more Sleep.:

Friends 
resented the lack of time Pereira and her second 
husband, a part-time accounting student at Cal State 
Los Angeles, were able to spend with them. She is 
philosophical about the loss of their friends. ‘‘At 
first it purts. But in the long run it’s not too much of 
a loss,” she said. 

Pereira talked about-the guilt feelings she con- 
fronts regarding lack of time to spend with her son, 
Steven. ‘‘I get invoived with things he does. I make it 
a point to go to all of his games,”’ she said. ‘‘In cub 
scouts I’m the treasurer.

Pereira plans to take the rigorous three-day 
California Bar Exam in July 1984. She said she is 
aware that during a five-year period ending in 1977 
22,500‘lawyers were admitted to the California Bar. 
A study by the California Young Lawyers 
Association examining unemployment and un-.. 
deremployment aniong those lawyers found that-6.5 
percent of women lawyers queried reported being 
unemployed. Only 3.7 percent of men lavvyers were 
unemployed. 


The findings that it takes longer for women 
lawyers to find jobs and. thdt there.is a trend for law 


school graduates to seek employment with large law . 


firms has not deterred Pereira’s current plans to 
establish a small practice with 
a fellow law student after 
graduation. Because she spent 
two years with a Covina law 
firm as a full-time law clerk, 


Pereira doesn’t foresee 
problems with her dream. 
“Pm not really worried 


about it,’’ Pereira said. ‘‘1’ll 
have three years of clerking 
experience (by graduation) 
which will be a real help. 

“1 don’t want to work for 
someone else,’’ Pereira added. 
“That's 
wanted to be a lawyer. I don’t 
want to answer to anybody-— 
except the judge,’’ Pereira said 
with a laugh. 

She was asked if it really 
mattered that women become 
lawyers. ‘‘It’s not so much 
that women become lawyers,”* 
Pereira said. ‘‘It’s just that if 
you want to become a lawyer, who says you have to 
be a man?”’ she asked. 

Challenges and goals appea! to Pereira. Clearly it 
is her dedication to becoming a lawyer that occupies 
her thoughts. ‘‘Law is a personal challenge con- 
stantly,’’ Pereira said. ‘‘No matter how good you 
are, there’s always someone who is better.

San Diego State wins 


_ Titans place eighth in tourney

The Cal State Fullerton men’s golf team took 
eighth place in.the Pacific Coast Intercollegiate Golf 
Classic last week at Mountain View Country Club. 

Eighth place was respéctable for the Titans, who 
hosted 14 of the nation’s top golf teams in the 
tournament. CSUF took 1,147 strokes in the tour- 
nament, which ran Wednesday through Friday. 

UCLA won with 1,078 shots and was followed by 
San Diego State at 1,095 and CSU Long Beach at 
1,102. ; . 

Junior Ken Conant led the Titans with a 54-hole 
score of 222, good for 14th out of 90 golfers. 

Conant shot a 2-under-par 70 in Wednesday’s 
opening round and backed it up with a 73 Thursday. 
At 143 he started the final round only two shots 
behind the leader. 

But he had a rough start Friday, taking a triple 
bogey for a seven on the 407-yard first hole. He 
played one-under-par for the next eight holes and 
went on to shoot a 79. : 

Freshman Mark Walleigh finished at 228, shooting 
under 80 all three davs. He shined in the opening 
round, shooting a par 72 and shot 77 Thursday and 
79 Friday. 

Other Titan scores: junior Mike Johnson at 232, 
junior Derek Wilson at 234, senior Pete Rinaldi at 
236 and freshman Mark Flippin at 238. 

Since it was the tournament’s host, CSUF was 


allowed to enter a second six-man team. Scores 
included: junior Robert Fesuk at 244, freshman 
Jamie Skidmore at 245, junior Tim Terry: at 246, 
junior Curt Breitfuss at 248 and freshman Mark 
Reinhardt at 255. 


Freshman Stan Wood had a 36-hole total of 164 
for the Titans. He filled a vacancy after the first 
round after senior Freddy Williams injured his back 
on the driving range. 

The Intercollegiate Golf Classic lived up to. its 
name with a sudden-death playoff ending. 

Three players, Greg Twiggs of SDSU, Mike Miles 
of CSULB and Jay Delsing of UCLA,were tied at 212 
after 54 holes. 


A gallery of more than 100 people followed the 
three golfers to the first tee for the playoff. 

The playoff didn’t last long as Twiggs smashed his 
drive to the middle of the fairway, left his second 
shot 12 feet from the hole and sank the birdie putt. 
Delsing and Miles tied for second. 

The final round started with SDSU leading at 731 
and UCLA trailing by only three strokes. 

Although dark rain clouds and cold winds 

_prevailed Friday, the Bruins were still able to heat it 
up. They shot 16-under-par as a team Friday, with 
Greg Starkman finishing with a 65 and Deising a 66. 

CSULB’s Mike Miles also shot a final round 65 to 
make the playoff. The Mountain.View course record 
is 64.
